‘The 
letter is dated 

‘ Monrovia, Aug. 16th, 1825. 
Dear Baoruer, | 


I have just time to let you know that I am 
well, by the Cyane, as she leaves here this 
evening. I wrote to you by the Fidelité. 
Our Sunday school and Missionary. school 
beth go on and prosper, although our num- 
ber is not as great as it has been. 

I have made a visit up to Grend Cape 
Mount; and while I was there I lost no time in 
endeavouring todetermine what was the pros- 
pect of getting a school on the way among 
them. They are very desirous that I shall es- 
tablish a schoolup there. I think, if the Board 
will support a school one year, that after 
that time it may be conducted with very 
little expense; and all I am waiting for is 
books, and the opinion of the Board on the 
subject. Please lose no time in getting 
books sent on for this object, for that is the 
largest field for labour on this part of the 
Coast. Any man whose heart is set fully 
on the work, may find a rich field there. 
There is a young man here that promises 
well. Him I expect to send up after I get 
it established. 

Our little church has beeh wonderfully 
blessed of late. I baptized two yesterday ; 
one the Sunday before; and three the 
Sunday before that. 

ifthe Board of Missions ever intend to 
send a missionary to Africa, now is the 
time, and Grand Cape Mount is thie place, I 
have the King’s letter ; and he bas my pro- 
mise for a teacher. He knows that I look 
to you to enable me to perform it. May the 
Lord protect us both. [ hope to come to your 
next annual meeting.*

WITHINGTON STATION. 
We have tnderstoed that the funds for 
the support of this station are entirely ex- 
hausted, and that the missionaries meet with 
serious difficulty in their attempts to pro- 
vide clothes, &c. for such of the little In- 
dians as aré destitute.. A hope is indulged 
that some of our female societies will take 
the case into consideration, and that, by an 
exer¢ise of their accustomed benevolence, 
the wants of these little sufferers will be 
comfortably supplied. 
We hare recently received a letter from 


this’ station, from which we make the fol- 
lowing extracts : 
Drax BrorHeRr, 

Some time since I received your vefy 
friendly communication, and intended ac- 
ceding to your request before this; but owing 
to the unsettled state of our affairs, and the 
pressure of business on my hands, I have 
‘been at a loss how to write. 

In the course of this year we have had 
added to our mission family, sisters Mary 
and Elizabeth Mason, whose province it is 
‘o instruct in spinning and weaving, and to 


but, owing to a long and complicated sick- 
ness which sister Mary has experienced, 
the spinning and weaving have not progress- 
ed as they otherwise would have done. A 
beginning has been made, and we hope, un- 
less something occurs to mterrupt, that in 
these things our institution will not fall be- 
hind other institutions. 

We are improving our farm as well as we 
can ; not with the’eifpectation of becoming 
independent of our prethren’s assistance, but 
with the hope of lesseniog their burden. It 
would be highly gratifying to us could we 
see any prospect of ever meeting the whole 
of our expenses, that those funds which are 
necessary to the support of this establish- 
ment might be applied to others ; but, to o 
courage such an idea would be — . :

THE COMET. 

The Comet now repidly traversing the 
southern celestial hemisphere, is probably 
the same which was observed by au astro- 
nomer at Marseilles, on the 26th of July 
last ; at that time invisible to the unassisted 
eye, and consequently beyond the orbit of 
Jupiter. It was then in the neck of Tau- 
rus. September 20th, it was visible to the 
naked eye in the shoulder of Taurus, having 
crossed the ecliptic in 61° 18’ of longitude. 
The place of its descending node, there- 
fore, in this revolution, is 2* 1° 18’. The 
inclination of its orbit to the plane of the 
ecliptic does not vary materially from 47° 30’. 
Its direction being S. 5. W., it moves retro- 
grade, or contrary to the order of the signs. 
Having left the body of Taurus, it crossed 
the equator at about 43° from the first point 
of Aries, and on the 7th instant, was séen in 
the breast of Cetus, near c, having passed 
over ¢. At this time it formed nearly an 
equilateral! triangle with Mira (#) and Baten 
Kaitos (€), occupying the lower angie. An 
imaginary line drawa from Deneb Kaitos to 
) Orionis would pass directly through it,— 
so would another line drawn from the Plei- 
ades,through Menkar (# Ceti). An oblique 
projection of its tail subtended an angle at 
the eye of 9°, and its nucleus was tolerably 
well defined, surrounded by a dense, nebu-

30’ in length. Encke’s comet moves direct 
—he one now visible retrogrades. ‘The node

The following extract is from a Sermon, 
by Rev. Charles Wolfe, Curate of Donough- 
Mr. W., was the author of 
the beautiful piece ‘On the Death of Sir 
John Moore ;’ he was a Jaborious and tender 
pastor. During the prevalence of the typhus 
fever in Ireland, by visiting the sick and ex- 
posing himself to the inclemency of the sea- 
son, he ruined his constitution, and died in 
February, 1823. 

“If any of us were now suddenly informed 
by a physician, that a deadly malady Was at 
this instant preying upon his vitals,—that 
his blood was poisoned, and his health un- 
dermined, and his constitution falling asuo- 
der; he would doubtless return to his house 
in no very comfortable state of mind; he 
would throw himself upon his bed, and feed 
upon the gloomy thoughts of approaching 
dissolution ;—would begin, perhaps, to make 
his will, and call his friends about him, to 
apprize them that he was soon to bi them 
farewell ;—and, if he felt a joint ache, and 
| his pulse begin to beat faster or slower, or, 
if he looked into the glass, and saw his cheek 
turning pale, and his lip vecoming livid, and 
his eye growing dim, he would say : Alas! 
he told me nothing but the truth : and this is 
that fearful disease that is to bring me to 
And then, how would all the 
little symptoms be noted and remembered ! 
How would the nature and the seat of the 
disease be studied and examined! And if a 
physician were to drop a hint that the dis- 
order was within the reach of his skill,—or, 
if there was a whisper through the family 
that something could be done, and that hope 
was not yet renounced ;—the very news 
would be a kind of health to you, and your 
faded and pallid countenance would brighten 
with an..cipated freshness and renovation. 

“ Now, if aman were really convinced that 
such a disease as this had taken possession 
of his eternal soul, what can we suppose 
would be his sensations? If a distant hint— 
if an indistinct murmur were breathed, that 
there was something wrong about it,—an 
eternal thing with something wrong about 
it!—to think, that that living spirit within 
us, by which we can hold communion with 
the unseen world and the Father of spirits, 
and which is destined to wander through 
eternity, is indisposed and out of order ;— 
what alarm, what jealousy of inquiry should 
it excite! what earnest investigation of 
symptoms ; what anxious search into the 
nature of the complaint, and the possibility 
ofa cure! And yet, it is astonishin 
sure & man not on 
hear the voice of Almighty God warning 
him, but can acknowledge that there is’ no 
health in him, and yet scarcely think it a 
subject worth his inquiry ! 

* Really, it is pitiable and melancholy to 
hear with what accuracy a sick man will 
describe all the marks and features of his 
disorder, how every passing pain, every 
change, every symptom, and every fluctua- 
tion of health and strength is treasured up, 
and amplified and discussed. 
physician does the sick maa become in his 
own case! Nay, with what seeming pleasure 
does he dwell. upon every circumstance, 
with wiat fond and longing eloquence he can 
expatiate upon his pangs and his sufferings, 
as if he loved them because they are, his 
own! Bat, if you inquire into the health of 
his eternal soul, its sickness, its symptoms, 
its peculiar constitution, its si 
death ; all dumb, all languid, all flat and un- 
profitable! Before we go further, is not this 
a sufficient proof that all is wrong,—that the 
spirit within him has been left to take care 
of itseif, while the heap of dust to which it 
is attached, has excited such an interest, 
that every grain of it seems to have been 
weighcd and counted? Oh! that this mys- 
terious stranger within us could appear to us 
in some palpable shape, that we might in- 
spect, handle, and examine it ;—that we 
might be able to feel the beating of its pulse, 
and watch the changes of its complexion ;— 
that we might know when it looked pale, 
and sickly, and death-like, and wisen it wore 
the fresh and rosy hue of health!

from my observation; and though I can 
amuse myself with looking at the perisha- 
ble body in which it is contained, through a 
microscope, ahd studying its very infirmi- 
ties with a fond and melancholy delight, I 
do not feel a sufficient interest inthe im- 
mortal and unseen spirit within, to follow it 
into its hiding places, and “pursue it into its 
recesses. If we went no further, this is 
enoygh to prove that there is some fatal 
disease within,—that we do not seem to care 
for the inquiry.”

WHAT CONSTITUTES A REAL CHRISTIAN? 


If a correct answer to this question is ren- 
dered, wnexceptionadle, it will, I think; set- 
tle the existing controversy, with which a 
ion of mankind who 8 
the Bible, are agitated at the present time. 
to me that the correct answer 
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.|quainted with the answer 
esce in it, cease 
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not confined to, or limited within, any one 
sect or denomination of professing Chris- 
tians. Still, the character is one, and it is 
only one, be it found where it may. 

In answering this question, I will premise 
several things, which I suppose will not be 
dens 
Tsai Christ is the sole author of Chris- 
tianity ; and he has taught meu what con- 
stitutes the real Christian. Human opinions, 
unless they correspond with what he has 
taught, are of no importance in this inquiry. 
. Mankind are not naturally born Chris- 
tians. If they are, there can be no differ 
ence} in this respect, between Jews, . Ma- 
hometans, Pagans, Heathens, and professed 
Christians ; surely men are not born Chris- 
tians. 

III. Men are either born sinners, or they 
become sinners after they are born. (Here 
I have nothing to say about original sin, nor 
total depravity ;——these are not material to 
my purpose.) God views them all as sin- 
ners, after they attain to moral agency : arid 
the experience of every observing man, and 
the policy of every enlightened civil govern- 
ment, confirms this view of the Most High, 
respecting their being sinners. 

1V. God, through the whole extent of the 
Bible, views sinners as his enemies, and 
real Christians as his friends, . . 

V. A real Christian, thétijis something 
which no man is as he is born ito the world; 
or at least, as he becomes, whén he attains 
to moral agency. For all are sinners then. 
VI. Jésus Christ, the author of Christian- 
ity, has said, ** Ye must be born again”— 
** Except a man be born again, he cannot see 
(he cannot enter into) the kingdom of God.” 
And he adds, ** Marvel unt that I said unte 
you, ye must be born again.” 

VII. In these declarations, doubtless, 
Jesus Christ meant somethi.¢, What did 
he mean? 

1. He did not mean, simply, that a man 
must be well educated—or that such as are 
thus educated, are, of course, ** born again.” 
There are many persons, (and there have 
been many in past generations) thus edu- 
cated—civil, affable, amiable, and generous, 
—who have been fructieal/(y drunkards, 
duellists, fornicators, adulterers, and profane 
swearers ; and who have carried these cha- 
racters to their graves. Surely these were 
not what Jesus Christ intended by being 
“born again,” God calls all such, sinners, 
and his enemies. 

2. He did not mean, simply, that men 
must have an acquaintance with the contents 
of the Bible, and a careful study of the Scrip- 
tures'—Hume, Gibbon, Bolingbroke, ‘Tin- 
dal, Collins, Kaimes, Adam Smith, Voltaire, 
J. J. Rosseau, and very many others, exam- 
ined the Bible with much industry. But 
were they real Christians? Dil they not 
openly avow their disbelief of the Scriptures, 
as a divine revelation ? 

3. He meant something more than.a man’s 
becoming a finished gentleman or a good 
scholar. Lord Chesterfield was both. But 
did Lord Chesterfield himself claim that he 
was a real Christian? In these respects, 
Lord C. has not stood, nor does he now stand 
alone. 

4. By “born again,” Jesus Christ meant 
something different from a speculative ad- 
mission of the alleged fact, that the Bible is 
a revelation from God to men. There have 
been,—yea, there are now,—not a few per- 
sons, who admit this as a fact, and declare 
they believe it; who, notwithstanding, live 
from day to day, and from year to year, ha- 
bitually intemperate, even to drunkenness ; 
and who are habitually and openly vicious 
in other respects. Not a few such are 
Known tothe writer of this, at this moment; 
and others have been, who are now in a 
premature grave. Are these real Chris- 
tians ? 

I co not believe that the liberality of even 
the present age, will answer in the affirma- 
tive, and undertake, publicly, to vindicate 
the answer as correct. 

What then does Jesus Christ mean, by a 
man’s being ** born again?” 

Answer. A birth, in the natural world, is 
the beginning of a life. This we see every 
day. We are ourselves evidences of it. Once 
we did not live. Now we do live ; and we 
began to live when we were bern. Is there 
auy parallel, any similitude, in the applica 
tion of theterms used by Jesus Christ in re- 
ference to the object he had in view ? If so, 
what is it? Is it not used by him in a spirit- 
ual sense—or (if you prefer the expression) 
in a moral sense? If so, does it not necessa 
rily imply the beginning of a new life in him 
who is ** born again ?” 

What, then, is this new_life, thus begun 
(and then begun) when a° man is “ bora 
again,” but a change of disposition in him 
who is “ born again ?” a change from enmi- 
ty against God, to friendship, with him ? In 
other words, a change from an enemy to a 
friend of God?
